EUROPE: DEEP 
ROOTS OF DETENTE 



In his recent Baku speech, 
Leonid Brezhnev stressed that 
In Europe detente has struck 
deeper roots then In other peris 
of the world. 

It Is Impossible 1o deny that 
detente hn given Europe an 
invaluable experience In tho 
successful solution el polltlcel 
problems equally Important lor 
West and East, And nor can 
one deny that detente Is now 
the most powerful accelerator 
of progress In economic rota- 
tions between West European 
end socialist nations. Last but 
not least, one cannot deny 
the major role that detente his 
played In bolstering and ex- 
panding human- cultural and 
scientific contacts In Europe, 
The epoch of detente brought 
about a new International ell- 
malo, the first ol Its kind In 
history, bastd on the principles 
of ©qualify, cooperation and 
trust, 

But H Is equally true that this 
obvious shut En relations be- 
tween nations with differing so- 
dal systems aroused American 
apposition. Whyl Because re. 
actionary quarters In America 
sea detente as threatening to 
undermine the American ability 
to dominate other countries, 
Including (Is own partners; this 
explains the American relapse 
Into "power pel flics". Dumb as 
ever and having failed to learn 


from experience, the American 
reactionaries are now seeking 
to regain Ihelr domineering ro- 
le In fhe Western world and to 
dictate (heir terms to the So- 
viet Union. What had all this 
brought to Europe! In the first 
place, fear of what the future 
may bring for the lives of 
millions ol people. Instead ol 
taking part In the process of 
detente America suggested thdt 
Its partners should collaborate 
In a “crusade" against Ihe 
USSR. To Ihe Idea of coopera- 
tion America has counlerposed 
the slogan ol “Atlantic sollda- 
rily”, demanding rocketing mi- 
litary expenditure.

There are 2,500 asteroids re- 
volving around the Sun In or- 
biu between Mars and Jupiter. 
Scientists In some countries 
have devised ways lor making 
use ol these celestial bodies, 
which are no more than sev- 
eral kilometres in diameter. 
One such project Involves the 
assembly of platforms in space 
to collect solar energy for 
transmission back lo earth.
